é< SHOULD like to emphasise again 
| the importance of quarantining 
pet animals during the presence 

of an infectious | diséase in «a 
household. 
“Under the present régime we keep 


infected dog to play with the children 
of the neighborhood and thus carry dis- 
ease from that household.” 

These statements are taken from a dis- 
cussion by Drs. Joannides and Riley be- 
fore the American Medical. association. 
The subject under discussion was “ The 
Dog as @ Carrier of Disease to Man.” 

Dogs are the principal means of 
spreading hydrophobia. They have some 
tuberculosis and occasionally, though not 
often, infect human beings with that dis- 


of worms and other intestina] parasites. 
Of these, very much the most important 
is echinococcus. More than 350 cases of 
echinoceccus infection of human beings, 
many of them fatal, have been reported 
in th€ United States. The eye‘and the 
liver are the principal locations of echi- 
nococcus disease. 

Certain skin diseases are spread from 
dogs to men. Dog fleas may carry dis- 
ease from dogs to men.

Oyster Opinions. 


Oysters and opinions seem to have 
a great affinity one for the other. It 


‘iis my opinion that a person who has 


not liked oysters ever, from iniancy 
| up—my own case—cannot - -00k oysters 
well. Good. cooking requires tasting. 
Therefore, in this oyster season the 
following opinions are taken from a 
pretty calendar cook book published 
about twenty years ago, prepared by 
the Misses Cary and Jones: 
Oysters Koasted in the Shell. 

“When oysters are new euch uu- 
tumn and a fresh pleasure, the sim- 
plest method of preparing them seems 
best; and to those to whom raw oys- 
ters do not appeal, an,appetizing way 
to roast them is in the shell. They 
need only be washed clein and laid 
upon hot coals er in a shallow pan 
on top of the range, which should 
be Wot. Lay the deeper shell] next 
the pgn; when they open wide, take 
off the loosened upper shell—-bve vare- 
ful not to spill the juice --und lay upon 
a hot plgtter, with a small piece of 
butter each. Pass pepper, salt, 
tobasco, sliced lemon, und any other 
favorite-sauce.”’ 

Tt seems that scalloped oysters were 
among the “ good things” served at a 
“Cranford’’ supper, and the Misses 
Cary and Jones like to maks them as 
some cooks make a shrimp pie, but this 
is their opinion: “ Scalloped oysters 
are somewhat uncertain unless a good 
rule is carefully followed. This one 
has always produced admirable results.
